Geo.  a.  Walkem,  1 VTTHEREAS  it  is  enacted  in 
Attorney- General.  / W twenty-third  Section  of 
Bic  “Judicature  Act,  1879,”  that  this  Act  shall  come 
into  force  on  a day  named  in  a Proclamation  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  that  effect  published  in 
the  Government  Gazette  and  not  before,  except  Section 
seventeen  of  the  said  Act  which  should  come  into  force 
on  the  passing  thereof: 

And  whereas  the  said  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
been  pleased  to  name  the  Twentieth  day  of  July, 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eightj’,  as  the  day  on  which  the  said  Act  shall 
come  into  force,  except  the  said  Section  seventeen 
already  in  force. 

NOW  KNOW  YE  therefore  that,  in  pursuance 
thereof,  We  do  hereby  name  and  proclaim  the  said 
Twentieth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  as  the  day 
on  which  the  said  Act,  being  Chapter  twelve  of  the 
Acts  passed  during  the  Session  of  the  Legislature  of 
this  Province,  held  in  the  forty-second  year  of  Her 
Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  amend  the 
“ Practice  and  Procedure  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
“ British  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes  relating 
“ to  the  better  Administration  of  Justice,”  sh*ll 
come  into  force,  except  the  Seventeenth  Section 
thereof  already  in  force.

It  is  hereby  ordered  and  declared  b)’  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  this  Province,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Executive  Council  thereof,  in  pursuance  of  the 
power  so  vested  in  him  by  the  said  “ Judicature  Act, 
1879,’’  that  on  and  after  the  twentieth  day  of  July, 
A.D.  1880,  the  Rules  and  Orders  in  force  in  Her 
Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Justice  in  England  on  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1877,  so  far  as  the  same  are  appli- 
cable to  this  Province,  shall  be  the  Rules  and  Orders 
in  force  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia. 

The  Orders  in  Court  and  Orders  in  Council  now  in 
force  regulating  the  Fees  and  Costs  of  Counsel,  Attor- 
nies.  Solicitors,  Sheriffs,  Jurors,  Witnesses,  and  any 
other  matters  mentioned  therein,  shall,  when  practi- 
cable, apply  to  proceedings  under  the  above  Act;  and 
when  the  same  are  not  applicable,  the  'Pariff  in  force 
in  England  on  the  said  first  day  of  November,  1877, 
shall  apply.

connected  with  his  Government  or  High  Commission,

1.  My  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  are  pleased  to  direct  that  whenever  a requi- 
•sition  is  received  by  any  Officer  in  Command  of  one 
of  Her  Maje.sty’s  Ships  for  the  embarkation  or 
conveyance  of  a Governor,  High  Commissioner, 
Lieutenant-Governor,  or  Officer  Administering  the 
Government  of  a Colony,  the  Senior  Officer  present 
may  direct  the  special  Flag  of  such  official  peitsonage 
to  bo  hoisted  at  the  foreto])-gallant  masthead  of  the 
ship  in  which  he  is  embarked;  provided  that  he,  after 
consultation  with  and  on  requisition  from  that  official, 
considers  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  service  about  to  be 
performed  that  such  Flag  should  bo  hoisted,  and  pro- 
vided that  it  is  only  hoisted  or  carried  within  the 
limits  of  his  Government  or  High  Commission  in 
which  he  would  be  entitled  to  be  saluted  under  Article 
18,  page  4,  of  the  Queen’s  Regulations  and  Admiralty 
Instructions,  1879. 

2.  If  the  Senior  Officer  considers  it  in  any  cireum- 
stances  undesirable  to  hoi.st  the  Flag,  he  is  to  inform 
the  Governor,  High  Commissioner,  &e.,  of  his  reasons, 
and  at  once  report  the  same  to  the  Admiralty. 

3.  In  the  event  of  a Governor,  High  Commis.sioner, 
«S5C.,  of  a Colony  being  detached  on  a Foreign  Mission 
in  his  official  capacity  as  Governor  or  High  Com- 
missioner, special  instructions  will  be  issued  in  each 
case  as  to  the  Flag  which  should  be  carried  by  a Man 
of  War  in  which  he  may  be  embarked  ; in  the  absence 
of  which  the  Senior  Officer  present  is  to  exercise  his 
discretion  in  consultation  with  the  Official  proceeding 
on  the  Mission.

AGRKKWEKT  J5KTWKEN  THE  CoVERKMENTS  OE  GUEAT 

Britain  and  Germany  relative  to  Merchant 
Seamen  Deserters. 

Signed  at  London^  NooemLcr  5,  1879. 

The  Government  of  He,r  Majesty  (ho  tiucen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  German  Emperor, 
King  of  Prussia,  being  desirous,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
commerce  of  the  two  countrie-s,  to  facilitate  the  dis- 
covery^, apprehen.sion,  and  .surrender  of  seamen  who 
may  desert  from  merchant  vessels  of  either  country, 
on  the  basis  of  a full  and  entire  reciprocity,  have 
agreed  as  follows:  — 

It  is  mutually’  agreed  that  if  any  seamen  or  appren- 
tices, not  being  slaves,  should  desert  from  any  ship 
belonging  to  a subject  of  either  of  the  Contractijig 
Parties,  within  any  port  in  the  territories  or  in  the 
possessions  or  colonies  of  the  other  Contracting  Party', 
the  authorities  of  such  port  and  territory,  possession 
or  colony,  shall  be  bound  to  give  every  assistance  in 
their  power  for  the  aiiprehension  and  sending  on 
board  of  such  deserters,  on  application  to  that  effect 
being  made  to  them  by’  the  Consul  of  the  country  to 
which  the  ship  of  the  deserter  may  belong,  or  by  the 
deputy  or  representative  of  the  Consul 

it  is  understood  that  the  preceding  stipulations  shall 
not  apply  to  subjects  of  the  country  where  the 
desertion  shall  take  place. 

Each  of  the  two  High  Contracting  Parties  reserves 
to  itself  the  right  of  terminating  this  Agreement  at 
any  time,  on  giving  to  the  other  a yeai-’s  notice  of  its 
wish  to  that  effect. 

In  witness  whereof  the  Undersigned  have  signed 
the  present  Agreement,  and  have  affixed  thereto  the 
seal  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  London  in  duplicate,  the  fifth  day  of 
November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine.

Whereas  by  the  “Foreign  Deserters  Act,’’  1852, 
it  is  provided  that  whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to 
Her  Majesty  that  due  facilities  are  or  will  be  given 
for  recovering  and  apprehending  seamen  who  desert 
from  British  merchant  ships  in  the  territories  of  any 
foreign  power,  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Coun- 
cil stating  that  such  facilities  are  or  w'ill  be  given, 
declare  that  seamen,  not  being  slaves,  who  desert 
from  merchant  ships  belonging  to  a subject  of  such 
Power  when  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  shall 
be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  carried  on  board 
their  respective  ships,  and  may  limit  the  operation  of 
such  Order,  and  may  render  the  operation  thereof 
subject  to  such  conditions  and  qualifications,  if  any, 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  it  hath  been  made  to  appear  to  Her 
Majesty  that  due  facilities  for  recovering  and  appre- 
hending seamen  (not  being  German  subjects)  who 
desert  from  British  merchant  ships  in  the  territories 
belonging  to  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
Germany  will  be  given  under  an  Agreement  between 
the  Governments  of  Great  Britain  and  Germany 
- signed  at  London  on  the  5th  November,  1879: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of 
the  powers  vested  in  Her  by  tlie  said  ‘‘Foreign 
Deserters  Act,”  1852,  and  by  and  willi  the  advice  of 
Her  Privy  Council,  is  pleased  to  order  and  declare, 
and  it  is  hereby  orclei’ed  and  declared,  that  Ironi  and 
after  the  publication  hereof  in  the  London  Gazelle  .sea- 
men, not  being  slaves,  (and  not  being  British  sub- 
jects), who  desert  from  merchant  ships  belonging  to 
subjects  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany  within  Her 
Majesty’s  dominions  shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended 
and  carried  on  board  their  respective  ships;  jirovided 


always,  that  if  any  such  deserter  has  committed  any 
crime  in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  he  may  l>e  de- 
taiiuid  until  ho  has  been  tri(id  by  a competent  Court, 
and  uiitil  hi.s  sentence  (if  any)  lias  been  fully  carried 
into  effect. 

And  Her  lUajesty,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested 
in  Her  by  the  said  “F'oreign  Deserters  Act,”  1852, 
and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Couneil, 
is  further  jileased  to  order  and  declare  that,  upon  and 
after  (he  publication  hereof  in  the  London  Gazelle^  tlio 
Order  in  Couneil  made,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act,  on 
the  IGlh  day  of  October,  1852,  and  published  in  the 
London  Gazelle  on  the  2tith  day  of  October,  1852,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  seamen  who  desert  from  merchant 
shills  belonging  to  citi/.ens  of  the  Free  Hanseatic 
Cities  of  Lubeck,  Bremen  and  Hamburg,  and  the 
Order  in  Council  relating  to  seamen  who  desert  from 
the  merchant  ships  belonging  to  subjects  of  the  King 
of  Prussia,  made  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act,  on  the 
1 6th  day  of  October,  1852,  and  published  in  the 
London  Gazelle  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1852,  and 
the  Order  in  Council  relating  to  seamen  who  desert 
from  the  merchant  ships  belonging  to  subjects  of  the 
Grand  Duke  of  Oldenburg,  made,  by  virtue  of  the 
said  Act,  on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1853,  and  pub- 
lished in  the  London  Gazelle  on  the  14th  day  of  June, 

1853,  and  the  Order  in  Council  relating  to  seamen 
who  desert  from  the  merchant  ships  belonging  to 
subjects  of  the  Grand  Duke  of  Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin,  made,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act,  on 
the  9th  d‘dy  of  March,  1854,  and  published  in 
the  London  Gazelle  on  the  10th  day  of  March, 

1854,  and  the  Order  in  Council  relating  to  sea- 
men who  desert  from  the  merehant  ships  belong- 
ing to  subjects  of  the  King  of  Hanover,  made,  by 
virtue  of  the  said  Act,  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1854, 
and  published  in  the  London  Gazelle  on  the  13th  day 
of  June,  1854,  shall  be  revoked,  and  the  same  are 
liereby  revoked  accordingly.
